IATSE  WINS  JURISDICTION  BATTLE  WITH  IBEW  in  a  dispute  over  the  working  of  front 
and  rear  screen  projectors  by  which  motion  picture  film  or  slides  are  projected  upon 
a  screen.  The  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  had  filed  an  unfair  labor  practice 
charge  with  the  National  Labor  Relatione  Board,  who  sustained  the  charge  and  found 
that  the  operation  of  the  projector  "is  completely  disassociated  from  the  television 
camera  and  all  other  electronic  equipment, "  and  that  "the  operator  of  such  projector 
has  no  need  for  electronic  training."
